Aside 
from his friendship in this respect, Mr. 
McLean has always been very gener- 
ous to the poor and needy o! all colors 
and conditions. He has given away 
thousands of dollars a year to supply 
the poor and needy of Cincinnati with 
coal and food in times of distress. All 
this has besn done quietly and unos- 
tentatiously, as nc'.hr.ig is nici'e disa- 
greeable to Mr. McLean than to get 
notoriety or advertising for charities 
conferred out of the 
goodness and 


kindness of his heart.

and always felt sympathy for their 
sorrows. But this is by no means all. 
Thrcugh his great newspaper, which 
is a power in the land, Mr. McLean has 
been able .to strike many 
• a blow for 


the oppressed race, and he has never 
failed to an it. Its columns were al- 
wtys open for defense or praise wher- 
ever the Negro race needsd either. No 
paper has dene more to ward off pre- 
ju;lice, appeal for justice and scourge 
the persecutors oi the biack man. A 
notable fact in this connection is the 
platform on which Mr. McLean is run- 
ning on in Ohio. Ke had inserted in 
it a plank strongly 
denouncing the 


lynching of negroes north and south, 
and everywhere, and demanding that 
all powers o? the federal and state gov- 
ernments should be brought to bear 
to punish the perpetrators of these out- 
rages. This is the first time in the 
history of this country that any party 
has put such a plank in a party plat- 
form.

In Vain to Judge Milner Did 


Judge Harper Tuesday. 


FORMER 
STOOD 
FIRM 


And Refused to Grant a Rehearing 


or Suspend Sikes' Sentence 


And Sharply Called Down the Gray- 
Haired Ex-Judge—Interesting Fas- 


sage-at-Arms at the Court House. 


An effort was made by Judge J. 


J. Harper late Tuesday evening to 
secure the release of Frank L. Sikes, 
now confined in the county jail by 
order of Judge John C. Milner. 


It was deemed advisable to make 


another appeal to Judge Milner be- 
fore taking the'case to the circuit 
court, now in session at Athens. 


The appeal was in vain. Judge 


Milner stood his ground like a 
wooden' man, 
absolutely 
refusing 


every request and petition of Judge 
Harper. 
Judge Milner's cry was, 


"You cannot play in my yard un- 
less you bring back that book which 
Brandau took. Do that and you can 
have almost anything you want." 


Judge Harper refused to consent 


to this, "claiming that Mr. Sikes 
did not take the book; that it was 
taken by Trustee 
Brandau and 


placed in the safe and that Sikes 
had no more to do with it than he 
tod. Mr. Brandau was the man to 
go after to get "that book" back. 


There were many sharp passages 


between Judge Milner and Judge 
Harper, during which Milner often 
spoke sharply and severely to the 
old gray-haired lawyer, under whose 
eye and in whose office he had mas- 
tered the principles of Blackstone. 


The incident closed by Judge Mil- 


ner absolutely refusing to grant the 
request of Judge Harper. 


Judge Harper and Theo. 11. Funk 


appeared before Judge Milner about 
4 o'clock Tuesday afternoon, both 
making eloquent pleas in behalf of 
right and justice in the water works 
contempt case. 


Judge Harper began by saying: 


'•All we want in this matter Is the 
opportunity to present the case in 
its true light. 
We feel that the 


rulings 
of the 
court have been 


erroneous and ask that the case be 
re-opened. 


"Mr. Sikes, even on a charge of 


contempt of court, has the right to 
reasonable time to file an answer 
and prepar^ for a trial of the case. 
This righB was denied him by this 
court. It was a complete denial of 
a legal right and we think this a 
just cause for a re-opeuing of 
the 


case, as we, if given an opportun- 
ity, will endeavor to show that the 
order of this court was not dis- 
obeyed by Mr. Sikes. Whatever Mr. 
Sikes may have said was only talk 
that lie was not compelled to make, 
made without due consideration as 
thu law contemplates lie have for 
tlie tiling of answer. In the event 
tliafc the court should refuse the fair 
proposition of re-opening the case, 
tliCD our only resource will be 
to 


appeal to a reviewing court on 
cnor. it will take some time to 
prepare the papers and we ask that 
while the petition in error is being 
prepared and submitted to a re- 
viewing court that the execution of 
sentence bs 
suspended until 
a 


mling can be had by the reviewing 
court." 


Mr. Funk, with more than bis 


usual eloquene, plead for a rehear- 
ing of the case, in behalf of justice. 
He had the confidence in the court 
to believe that it had the courage 
and independence to acknowledge 
that it was wrong and 7/ould show 
a spirit and willingness to right 
the wrong. 


The court, however, could forget 


that a ball had been stolen and no 
further playing could be done in 
the court yard until this ball was 
returned. 
"Return that book and 


the sentence will be suspended and 
Mr. Sikes will stand where he did 
before the issuing of the injunc- 
tion," was the ultimatum. 


Judge Harper attempted to say 


that Mr. Sikes had not taken, and 
did not have the book. Before he 
had finished the sentence Judge 
Milner interrupted and asked with 
emphasis, "Who is deciding this 
case, the judge on the bench for 
the attorney, Judge Harper?" 


It was apparent that it would be 


useless to plead further for the con- 
sideration by this court of the right 
of their client or-the peopli: inter- 
ested, unless certain rights were 
surrendered. This _the 
attorneys 


were unwilling to do, notwith- 
standing Judge Harper made a per- 
sonal appeal for an opportunity to 
go into the merits of the contempt 
case. He could get nothing 
from 


the court except that the book must 
be returned. 
That settled it, and 


the attorneys walked away. 
They 


will at one go before the circuit 
court at Athens.
